IRISH LEADER DIES 


ARTHUR GRIFFITH

Belfast — Arthur Griffith, president 


of the Dail Eirenn 
died in Dublin 


Saturday of influenza, 
it has been 


learned in Belfast. 


Mr. Griffith was ill only ten days, 


and his illness was not considered ee 
rious 
Friday, however, he suffered a 


sudden relapse and died early Satur- 
day morning. 


His death occurred at 9 45 o'clock 


Saturday morning in St. Vincent hos- 
pital, Dublin, which he enteied ten 
days ago for an operation for tonsili- 
tis 
He was recoverin'g from the op- 


eration and apparently regaining his 
normal strength during the last few 
days. 


Did Much To Form Present 


Irish Free State Govern- 


ment of Island

Belfast—The death of Arthur Grif 


fUJi marks the passing of one of the 
foremost figures in modern Ireland 
He was one of the most conspicuous 
leaders in the creation of the new 
Irish Free State 
He was one of the 


founders of the Sinn Fein movement 
in Ireland and has become among its 
foremo«t leaders 


Mr 
Griffith established the news 


paper United Irishmen followed by 
the Seinn Fein and then the Nation- 
ality 


In July 1919, Griffith was elected 


acting president of the Irish National 
Assembly in the absence of Eamon De 
Valera, who was in the United States 


In October of the same year he was 


elected one of the permanent vice 
presidents of the Sinn Fein organiza- 
tion. 


Griffith was arrested in Dublin In 


November, 1920 and during his im- 
prisonment issued a message to the 
Irish people as to the conduct of the 
Sinn Fein organization. An attempt 
was made to rescue him from Mount 
Joy prison but the armored car used 
for that purpose failed to carry out 
its mission. 
Early in June, 1921, there were re- 


ports of a London conference at which 
Irish leaders would be invited to con- 
sult with members of the British cabi- 
net. 
Griffith was'mentioned among 


the probable delegates. His release 
from Mount Jay prison followed later 
in the same month 


Griffith accompanied De Valera t o 


London in July, when the extended 
series of conferences 
was opened 


Later Griffith was appointed chair- 
man of the Sinn Fein mission. 
He 


was In London through October, Nov- 
ember and December, carrying on 'the 
negotiation* which 
culminated 
on 


Dec. 5, with the signing of the treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland and 
which has since been approved by the 
British 
parliament 
and 
the 
Dail 


Eireann.

Outagamie county farmers who raise 


pure bred stock are showing consider 
able interest in a movement that has 
been started to change the method of 
assessing registered stock for taxation 
purposes. 
Under the present law the 


assessor fixes a valuation of pure bred 
stock by determining: their value as 
ordinary grade stock and then doub- 
ling It. 


Stockraisers maintain this is unfair 


because the animal, as it stands in the 
barn, has no greater value than any 
ether cow. 
It does not produce much 


more milk nor Is it worth more when 
sold for beef. 
It has, however, 
a 


greater value when sold for breeding 
purposes. 
They argue that when a 


pure bred cow is sold at a high price 
this income must be noted In the In- 
come tax report and the farmer is re- 
quired to pay a tax on this profit. If 
the purebred stock is assessed at twice 
the value of grade stock they believe 
they are being taxed twice. 


It also is pointed out that the ma 


jonty of farmers pay a larger personal 
property tax than income tax there- 
fore there is no income tax to pay and 
consequently there will be a loss in 
revenue to the state if the method of 
taxation Is changed.

Nothing could better illustrate the fat- 


uous futility of the conflict of coercion 
represented by the unsettled coal and rail 
strikes than the confessions of the authori- 
ties on both sides of the controversy., An 
^auditor of the L. & X. railway company 
jladmits that the aggregate corporation 
(loss in fighting the strikes to date has 
[been sufficient to pay the amount of the 
{proposed cut in wages for a period of 


i seven years and 
eight and 
one-half 


months. The financial- agent of one of the 
'•unions involved reckons that, the loss of 
; wages and consequent depletion of sav- 
,'ings to date is equal to what the men 
'•would have lost during three years and 
itwo months had they accepted the cut. 


Put the two losses together in one pile 


[-and we have something rather imposing. 
fand all in the prosecution of an economic 
1 fiasco. But this aggregate is by no means 
[ the whole tale of disaster. The infliction 


I of loss upon the general public, the inno- 
'cent bystander if you please, is far 
greater. 
The coal delivery to the north 


is interrupted with cold weather less than 
two months away cold enough at least 
to make household fires necessary for the 
comfort of several millions of people. 
Manufacturing industries, just as they 
are getting under way for a revival of 
prosperity, are threatened with a shut- 
down because of a shortage of fuel. Many 
of them have already reduced production 
and have laid off men in the hope of stall- 
ing off a complete shut-down. "What is 
the answer to this situation ? 


When people surrounded by enormous 


coal supplies and adequate transportation 
.service are cut off from access to fuel be- 
cause relatively small groups of men en- 
gaged in transportation and mining dis- 


I agree over the matter of wages or the 
right of one group to maintain a syste- 
matic organization for comm'on welfare, 
something of vital importance is lacking. 
People of the United States are supposed 
to be living under a government of law-, 
not a government of men. 
"We are sup- 


posed to be free from the mandates of any 
dictatorship. Every citizen is supposed to 
be assured of protection of his life, his 
property and his just rights. Every citi- 
zen is supposed to have his day in court, 
to have a place of appeal whenever he 
considers his life, his property, his liber- 
ty and his rights in peril. 


But the supposition is only partly true. 


The machinery of justice works very well 
up to a certain point but there were cer- 
tain contingencies which former genera- 
tions did not foresee and against which 
they did not provide a proper remedy or 
establish a tribunal of justice with pow- 
er to rule and to enforce its rules of 
justice. 


"Why does government exist? "Why is 


it necessary and what is its proper func- 
tion? 
Macauley answered these ques- 


tions many years ago; long before the 
spublic at large could be imperilled by any 
•mall group of its members. He said: 


"Government exists for the purpose of 


'keeping the peace, for the purpose of com- 
pelling us to settle our disputes by arbj- 
tration instead of settling them by blows. 
for the purpose of compelling us to sup- 
ply our -wants by industry instead of sup- 
plying them by rapine." 
. 
Alexander Hamilton, in the Federalist 


.papers, asked: 
""Why has government 


been instituted at all? Because the pas- 
•ions of men will not conform to the dic- 
tates of reason and justice without con- 
straint." 


Government then exists for the exercis- 


ing of constraint whenever the public 
[welfare requires the constraint of any par- 
ticular element in society. 
But govcrn- 


ia baaed upon principles of equal jus- 


lice to all its citizens. It can not exer- 
cise constraint in such a case as the pres- 
ent until it h« provided for aa appeal by 


any or all parties to some adequate and 
competent tribunal of justice. 


The state of Kansas has been more 


prompt in acting upon this manifest call 
of necessity than has the government in 
any other state or in "Washington. It has 
enacted laws by which it can bring both 
parties to such a contention into court to 
answer to the public demand: to state 
their respective contentions and to sub- 
mit them to a rulmg.of the court. To some 
this may seem like an infliction of im- 
perialism. 
"We may as well admit that it 


is just that. 
Every American citizen is 


endowed with certain' rights of sovereign- 
ty. 
A majority of those citizens can, if 


they will, exercise authority quite as ef- 
fectively as any of the old "divine rights" 
sovereigns. 


As time passes these inflictions" of in- 


justice xipon the nation, while factions en- 
gage in a war of mutual coercion over 
what each contends is a question, of jus- 
tice, grow more frequent in occurrence 
and more drastic in consequences. 
The 


situation is intolerable. Either we must 
have for the nation some such resort as 
the state of Kansas has found adequate, 
or. as a matter of common necessity the 
government must, for the public protec- 
tion, take over control of railway trans- 
portation and coal production. The first 
is a simple matter which culd be pro- 
vided in a day: the other would be a com- 
plicated, revolutionary and highly ex- 
pensive undertaking. 


But. 
in any event the people of the 


United States can never submit to the dic- 
tates of any organizations of employers 
or employes, either or both, whose uncon- 
trolled operations make their government 
futile. 


THE GREAT UNIT OF POWER 
Former Senator Cole, of California, 


nearmg his hundredth birthday, has come 
to mnch wisdom with his years. Among 
other things he has decided that "we 
really never are headed for perdition, no 
matter how numerous are the signs in that 
direction." 
As a man wno has 
lived 


while the nation has grown from 3,000.- 
000 to more than 110,000.000 he 
should know and. as he points out< it has 
never gone to perdition yet. 


One of his convictions, allied to this 


opinion, is that the family is the unit in 
the political system of the country While 
he suggests thereby a slight distrust of 
woman's suffrage, in a broader way it 
reflects Mr. Cole's basic confidence in the 
duty and ability of the American home 
to control the national destiny. 


This was true when only 3.000.000 


persons lived in the United States. It is 
true today. Besides the limitless power 
of the American home the strutting and 
mouthing of little politicians is silly. Yet, 
simply by disuse that great power of the 
American home has been snatched up by 
a few-men in almost every community 
who use it for the exploitation of selfish- 
ness. 
The power still exists, is reclaim- 


able whenever the American home decides 
to do so. but for the present, during: re- 
cent years, it is "borrowed"' aHdrfced. 
while the owner's back is turned. 


It is the recovery and use of this pow- 


er by the American home that is the 
greatest task facing this nation today. 
No other problem compares with it. It is 
the practice of the theory enunciated in 
the constitution. It is the proof, always 
needing 
restatement 
as generations 


change, that democracy is successful, and 
that it is possible for a nation to govern 
itself intelligently by rommon judgment. 


High patriotism today would make na- 


tional representation the supreme topic 
of discussion in every American home. 
"What burdens the home most? Taxation. 
"What is the most important job facing the 
government? 
To get out of debt and 


stay out of debt, thus reducing taxes? 
Who can effect that?- The national repre- 
sentatives, if—IF they are big capable, 
patriotic servants of the public. 


The vote each family intends to cast for 


the selection of these men should begin 
with the choice of suitable men for whom 
to vote. 
The nation has run the gamut 


of political emotions these last few years. 
It has seen the result of its negligence in 
political scandals, in confiscatory taxa- 
tion, in unnecessary strikes, in profiteer- 
ing, and in many other ways. Methods 
have been changed to meet new condi- 
tions. But one thing remains unchanged, 
and that is the power of the American 
home to write its own history, decra^its 
own taxes, and command the forces, all 
lesser than itself, which contribute to its 
liberty and prosperity. 


As he goes about his work of rationing 
the 


lumps, we trust that Mr. Hoover will remember

The Iron Mtioa 


One good index of popular health ideas is the 


notion that iron gives one strength. It is unfor 
tunata that so many people, as Josh Billings re 
marked, "know so many things which ain't so." 
The blood of a man contains less than a teaspoon- 
ful of iron: the daily quantity of iron required to 
keep the body supplied with all it can use 
is 


about one-fifth of a grain, a quantity readily ob- 
tained in ordinary foods, for example 2% ounces 
of oatmeal or four ounces of peas or 2 ounces of 
lettuce furnishing- the daily iron ration. 


Fruits and vegetables, containing chlorophyll, 


the green coloring matter of plants, have the most 
iron, such as lettuce, cabbage, 
spinach, 
apple 


skins, onion and celery tops (few persons 
have 


enough health sense to eat the skins of apples and 
the tops of green onions and the green leaves of 
celery.) 
Whether iron is in organic or inorganic form, 


that Is, whether in the form naturally found in 
foods or that found in minerals "or in mineral wa- 
ter, seems to be immaterial so far as utilization 
by the body is concerned- Some of the most com- 
petent physicians who have grv en -this question 
study and made experimental tests believe the or- 
ganic or mineral forms of iron preferable medi- 
cinally. 
Iron is 
used 
medicinally 
because 
it 


sometimes stimulates the tissues which produce 
red corpuscles, rather than to supply a deficiency 
of iron in the blood. For ordinary anemia (weak 
blood) which is of course a symptom secondary to 
some disease state and not an explanation for ill 
health in itself, the administration of iron m any 
form, organic, inorganic or the iron containing 
foods, proves of no practical value. 
The remedy 


for ordinary anemia is the Discovery and proper 
treatment of whatever underlying disease condi- 
tion or unhygienic habit may be causing it—say 
discontinuing the use 
of 
a 
blood 
destroying 


physic or painkiller, or eradicating some hidden 
septic focus.

The first step in outfielding is to 


learn to properly catch a fly ball. To 
do this it is necessary to get a quick 
start.

In running after a fly ball the out- 


fielder should always run on his toes, 
to be more correct, on the ball of his 
feet.

WATCH THE WIND 


If you have a long run to make In 


order to rsach a fly ball, run your 
fastest at the start, so that you can 
have an opportunity to time the ball 
and be running easily at the catch. 
Try to make every play look easy. 


An outfielder must study the bat- 


ters. Knowing where a batter is like- 
ly to hit snables the fielder to play 
properly for him. 


The fielder must also note the wind 


and take into consideration the effect

ways know how many are out an 
the

ling of the ball. For instance, when
